A navy is, in one sense, a tea army, 


or, 10 speak more conertly, iis princi- 
pali 
sllluenl, a fleet, is a sea army, 


to which all other component parts are 
lint subsidiary. The analogy between 
it land army and a sea army is often so 
close ilni at some points it merges into 
identity; mid in certain problems of 
war the l wo may be reasoned upon as 
Identical. Tims the main body of the 
land army, composed of infantry, may 
be com pared to a licet of battleships. 
The infantry of the line acts in masses, 
and on the field of bailie constitutes! 
tbe principal lighting force. The same 
is true of a fleet, well disciplined, a 
mass of infantry in column or In square 
is almost impenetrable. 
Witness the 


terrible, but fruitless, charges of the 
French Cuirassiers on the solid masses 
of the English infantry at Waterloo. 
One of the great lessons of war is that 
cavalry charges, except against caval- 
ry, are indecisive unless supported by 
infantry. Says Hamley, in his "Oper- 
ations of War": "All the formidable 
inroads of Napoleon's horsemen on the 
British line availed nothing, for tho 
want of infantry support." 
The same 


principle, precisely, applies to the op- 
erations of the sea army. The inroads) 
of cruisers, which are analogous to 
cavalry, will vail but little unless sup- 
ported by battleships. This position is 
incontestable, Napoleon regarded the 
iufautry as the arm of battle and tho 
sinews of the army. 
Infantry, in 


short, is the first Instrument, of victory. 
It liuds a powerful support, however, 
in the cavalry and the artillery. 


These tenets are admitted by all mil- 


itary writers, and are universally ac- 
cepted. Let it now be asked how an 
army 
could be organized without 


Infantry of the line. The soldier would 
probably answer that the question is an 
absurb one aud unworthy of a serious 
reply. And yet that is just what wo 
are trying to do with our sea army, 
otherwise known as the navy of tlm 
United States. This is to say, we are 
pretending to build up a navy without 
the constituents of a line of battle. We 
are building cruisers of various aims, 
which correspond to the cavalry and 
light artillery of the liind army; and 
we have monitors for coast and harbor 
defense, which supplement our fortifi- 
cations; but we have no battleships to 
correspond to the infantry of the line, 
which constitutes the main strength of 
the line of battle. 


James, one of the best historians of 


the English navy, remarks that the 
strength of Ihe navy is the line of bat- 
tle, rather than its detached or frigate 
force. "The latter may cruise about," 
he says, "and interrupt trade, or levy 
contributions on some comparatively 
insignificant territory; but it is the 
former that arrays itself before formi- 
dable batteries and strikes dread iuto the 
heart of the parent state." Vice Admi- 
ral Penlioat,adistiuguished o nicer of the 
French navy, and an author of note, 
reaches the same conclusion. 
"The 


most powerful agent that can be em- 
ployed for the defense of the coast," he 
observes, "is the fleet of line-of-battle- 
ships. This is the active force of all 
others that is capable of defending any 
point on the coast that may be threat- 
ened by an enemy." 


After discussing the neceesury r(«ali- 


ficatiotisof a battleship, he says: "H 
will he seen, from what has preceded, 
that the fleet of the Hue in the founda- 
tion of a navy; and that no operation 
at eea of importance, such as bombard- 
ments, the tran.Hportation of troops, 
etc., etc., can he undertaken with se- 
curity unless the enemy's fleet of tbe 
line has first been rendered powerless." 


"It is the line of battle, then, which 


should take precedence lu its iievelop- 
ments over those accessory forces, 
which, when joined to It, constitute 
together a navy. The secondary forces, 
the cruisers, transports, armored coast- 
guards, etc., should each, according to 
its importance, haven certain relative 
propoition to the; whole; lull they 
should uot impede the development of 
the principal power." 


The policy thus clearly lined out has 


been advocated by the executive und 
combated by the legislative branch of 
the United States Government since 
the beginning of our existence as a tia- 
lioti, and up to a comparatively recent 
period; aud describes accurately the 
course followed 
in England, where 


everything relating to the navy Is done 
seriounly and with a definite purpose. 
Chief Engineer J. W. King, U.S. N., 
in his admirable report ion "European 
Ships of War," 
under the head of 


"The British Navy," writes: 


"It is to the production of the uioat 
•; 


powerful sea-going fighting ships that, 
the resource! of the navy are first di- 
rected: ships snlllciently armored to re- 
slstthe projecllles of any ordinary kind; 
aufiiciently armed to silence forts, or to 
meet the enemy under any conditions 
proffered; oulliciently fast to choose tho 
time and place to fight, and sulllclent- 
ly buoyant to carry coal and store? into 
any ocean."

C., June 17, 1905.— 
iust bulletin gave forecasts«f dislur- 
ance to cross the*continent June 18 to 
2, warm wave 17 to 21, cool wav« 
) to 24. Next disturbance will reach 
'acitlc coast about Juue 23, cross west 
of Rookies by close of 24, great central 
valleys 25 to 27, eastern slates 28. 
Warm wave will cross west of Rockie* 
about Juue 23, great central vallevn 25, 
eastern ataten 27. Cool wave will rrops 
west of Rockies about June 26, great 
central valleys 28, eastern states 80. 


This disturbance will bring severe 


weather but It will be mild compared 
with tbe standard set up by the recent 
April and May weather. 
About June 


23 aud 24 a great increase will occur in 
the intensity of all weather events and 
the warm waves, cool waves, winds, 
rains and all weather features will be- 
come more marked aud noticeable. 


Within tbe three days, June 23 to 2o. 


an electric storm may be expected, 
accompanied by severe thunder storms. 
About tbat time tbe storm waves are ex- 
pected ou tbe Atlautic aud Pacific slopes 
with a large high and cool wave in the 
great central valleys. Severe storms 
are probable about that time but I will 
not uow undertake to locale them.

ample. Ou reaching tbe place deeig* 
Dated, the American admiral In tbe 
Baltimore, aa flagship, aud accompan- 
ied by the Newark, Philadelphia and 
Ban Francisco, all splendid four thous- 
and ton *hip* of tbe most approved 
type*, find* himself confronted by four 
battleships to dispute bis way. 
Tbe 


vital parts of tbe foreign ships aud tbe 
crew are well protected by heavy masses 
of steel; while the sides of the Balti- 
more and her consorts, though of steel, 
are but little thicker than a single num- 
ber of the North American Review, or 
to be exact, five eighths of au inch thick 
—sides of no greater powers of resist- 
ance than tbe frigate Constitution, 
launched In 1797, possessed. 
Do the 


people of this country expect their ad- 
miraj to risk a battle uuder such circum- 
stances? Hardly, for these ships were 
designed expressly to run away from 
battleships as will presently be shown. 
This In the fundamental idea which is 
guiding the development of the uew 
uavy; to run away. 


If I here is any .niie fact tuude clear 


by the history of the past, it is the true 
function of our navy. 
The role of a 


navy is essentially offensive, as con- 
trasted fortification, which are defen- 
sive. This broad distinction muat be 
burn in mind, if the persistent bnt un- 
availing efforts of our highest nttv«l au- 
thorities, in times past, to organize a 
navy, aie to be understood. 


In 1823 President Monroe announced 


the doctrine which has since taken his 
name. It embraced two interdepend- 
ent parts—oue political, one military. 
The former only is uow remembered. 
Tne formal declaration that the Ameri- 
can comments "are uot to be consider- 
ed as subject to colonization by auy 
European power" carried with it au 
obligation to maintain tbe means by 
which that policy could be enforced. 
Hence the President's admirable letter 
of January 30, 1824, to the United 
States House of .Representative* agaiust 
an undue reduction of the uavy. 
The 


message waa accompanied by a letter 
from the Secretary of the Navy, In 
which the uaval policy of tbe govern- 
ment was plainly stated. "When tbe 
vessels uow authorized by law to be 
built," he writes, "are completed, there 
will be 12 battleships. The vessels hav- 
iug been built, we must train officers 
to command aud manage them. 
A 


great portion of tbe science of the uaval 
commanders can be acquired only ou 
the wean aud by years of labor aud 
discipline." 


Accompanying these letters was the 


draft of a bill fora uaval peace estab- 
lishment; but it found little favor iu 
Congress, aud nothing was done. 


In 1836 we bad reached the meridian 


of our uaval power. Ou the 18th of 
February of that year the Senate pass- 
ed a series of resolutions, one of which 
ran as follows: That the President be 
requested to cause the Senate to be in- 
formed of "the probable amount that 
would be necessary to place the uaval 
defence of tbe United States upou the 
footing of strength aud respectability 
which is due to the security aud the 
welfare of the Union."

CREATES A BIO SURPRISE 


Grand Duke Alexis, Uncle of the 


Kuler, Had Supreme Direction 
of Nary—Head of Admiralty 
Department Also Step* Out 


fit. Petersburg, June 10.—The sensa- 


tional announcement was made short- 
ly before midnight that Grand Duie 
Alexis, the high admiral, who is su 
u»cle of the c/ar. and Admiral A velum, 
bead of the liussian 
admiralty 
de- 


partment, had resigned. 
This an 


uouncemeut was followed a few min- 
utes later by an imperial rescript re- 
lieving the grand duke of the supreme 
direction of the navy, which he had 
held since the days of the emperor's 
father. Alexander 111, when 
liussia 


resolved to enter tbe lists us a drst- 
class sea power and to build up a 
great navy, the remnants of 
which 


were destroyed in the battle of the Sea 
of Japan. 


Although from time to time since the 


war began there have been 
rumors 


that the grand duke would retire on 
account of the savage criticism, not 
to use harsher terms, directed against 
the administration of the navy, espe- 
cially in the construction of ships, th 
announcement of 
his 
resignation 


came like a bolt from a clear sky. 
It 


wii not preceded by any of tbi ru- 
mors which usually give warning of 
iuch an act, consequently it was »s- 
suaied that some sudden event 
pre- 


cipitated it, and igly stories Irnmedi 
attly came to the surface. 


Among those sojourning in the cafes 


and hotels th« editorial in The Nasha 
Schiin yesterday, demanding an ac- 
counting of tbe popular fund 
sub- 


scribed for the rebuilding of the navy 
and declaring tbat "treat names are 
La longer guarantees," waa Instantly 
willed. 


The words of tbe rescript tire no kilt 


•ot imperial anger and the real explana- 
tion probably will not leak out for sev- 
ers! days, but tbe instant disposition 
Is lo regard tbe retirement of Alexis 
and AveUan as a concession to public 
opinion following the crowning tragedy 
ef the Sea of Japau. 


Charges of mismanagement and In- 


efficiency and tales of corruption and 
•ren worse against tbe marine depart- 
ment have been rife for years. After 
the war began they increased ten-fold 
and lately a regular campaign agaiust 
the department has been openly con- 
ducted in the newspapers. Some start- 
ling revelations have been mads in 
this campaign and Captain Clado. who 
was one of the leading critics of tbe 
conduct of tbe navy, wns 
dismissed 


from the service for his persistence.

Washington, June 16.—America's na- 


tional capital has been selected as .be 
•eat of negotiations between the pleni- 
potentiaries of Itussia and Japan tor * 
treaty of peace. The choice of Wash- 
ington as the location of the peace con- 
ference marks another forward' step 
in the negotiation* toward ultimate 
peace In the far east Instituted by 
{'resident Hoosevelt. 


OlfR-ial announcement of the selec- 


tion of Washington was made by Sec- 
retary Loeu at the White House. It 
was In typewritten form and read as 
follows: 


"When the two governmenta were 


unable to agree upon either Ohefoo or 
Paris, the 
president 
suggested The 


Hague, hut both governments have now 
requested that Washington be choseu 
as the place of meeting and the presi- 
dent has accordingly formally notified 
'both governments that Washington 
will be so selected." 


This statement was supplemented 


shortly afterward by a semi-official an- 
nouncement that "after meeting and 
organizing, the plenipotentiaries of the 
two governments, if it should be found 
to be uncomfortably hot in Washing- 
ton, may adjourn 
the meeting to 


some summer reaort in the north and 
there continue their sittings until such 
time as the weather iui Washington 
shstl be more comfortable." 


Both Russia and Japan are moving 


with tbe utmost deliberation, for toe 
tame of diplomacy now being pliyeA 
is of even greater importance to each 
governm«at than sre the movements of 
tbe armies on the battlefield. 
It will 


require at least a month for tbe nego- 
tiators of the two governments, with 
their respective staffs, 
to come to- 


gether, the distance from Japan par- 
ticularly being so great that a shorter 
time scarcely could be allowed. 
In 


view, therefore, of ail the conditions 
and Including In the equation the fac- 
tor of unforeseen delays over matters 
of minor consequence", It seems quite 
likely that the conference will not as- 
semble formally before the middle at 
August or the first of September.

David Cooper.geaeral manager of Ibe 


•Glasgow AHoulbw«il«u Hallway Com- 
nauy i woo ban (Men atleudlog toe Imei- 
uatioual Railway Congees*, ban re- 
turned home after a tlx weeks' May lu 
which he lum travelled nouie four thou- 
sand mile* ovsr tbe Uuiled States aud 
Canada, aud ha* vlslttd every large 
railway centre «asl of the Mississippi 
jiiver. Mr. Cooper was of the party 
ou the tour orgauixed by Ibe Americau 
Jtailroad Association iu houor ut the 
luleriiatioual Cougreaa delegates, aud 
U was chiefly of Uis observations of 
Auiericau railway methods aud econ- 
omy, as seen ou this two weeks' lour, 
thai he telked with a special corres- 
uoudeut of the Trausuript. 


There were 270 members of tbe Amer- 


ican Railroad Association party. They 
travelled iu Ihnw special trains, each 
traiu being made up of parlor or obser 
vatloii ears, aud dining, sleeping aud 
smoking car*. Mr. Cooper was much 
impressed with the luxury of American 
travel, for ou these trains there were 
barber shops and batbs; maids to at- 
tend ou the thirty-five ladles who were 
of the party. 
At Altooua, the first 


stop after leaving Philadelphia, all the 
visiting railway meu fouud much to 
interest them. The locomotive shops 
of the Pennsylvania company are there; 
and at Altooua the east and west-bound 
frieghl irafllc of the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem it marshalled. "There," said Mr. 
Cooper, iu recalling the day at Altooua 
"we saw the great uiarshalliug yards, 
which are laid out ou the hump prin- 
ciple, where the enormous east aud 
west-bouud traffic is cut aud sorted out 
for the various divlsious of the Penusyl- 
vania. 
I We 
viewed the 
operatiou 


from the lower, lu which by au iugeui- 
ous arraugemeut the whole operations 
are controlled by oue mau who electri- 
cally, by means of a little finger, sets 
aud resets tbe various points. By this 
method the cars are allocated to tbeir 
various roads without auy manual 
labor, except that of the brakeuiao, 
who stands ou tbe top of the car aud 
.UW9 the brake to bring It to a stand. 


"Thie," commented Mr. Cooper, "u 


where the geniua of tbe American 
comes iu, as wherever you go In tnle 
•country you see appliance* of all 
kinds introduced to aave labor.

Alioona, for instance, If a freight car i* 
damaged aud must be unloaded be- 
fore it cau be repaired, it* contents—If 
they ute bulk freight as distinct from 
package freight—are uot discharged by 
Jsboren, a* III done under similar con- 
ditions at home. Tbe car i* ruu up an 
Inclined traffic until It reaches tbe level 
when tbe bopper bottoms are opened 
and tbe whole carload, probably fifty 
tout, is transferred in half a minute In- 
to a car which la placed directly be- 
low." 


From Altooua the party went on to 


JPittaburg, and PitUburf came up to all 
bii expectations, both u the greatest 
centre of the world'* Bteel trade and a* 
a great railway centre. "I weut out to 
Homestead and also to Braddock, on 
the other side of the river, both Steel 
Trust plant*," be said, "and it waa all 
I could do In one day. 
I was not In 


these work* long before I became great- 
ly impressed with tbe magnitude of the 
scale on which steel making is carrrled 
ou. Hundred* of thousands of tous of 
Lake country ore, coke aud limestone, 
are stored at both these Steel Trust 
plants. It Is all carried by railroad, 
but there is uo delay iu handling it. 
The cars are simply ruu up to the high 
•level aud 
instantly discharged by 


uieaug of the bopper bottoms, and 
away they goon their outward journey 
to tbe Steel Trust port at Conueaut, on 
Lake Erie, or to the coke OVCUH at Con- 
uellsville. 1 did wish wheu 1 was at 
Braddock that the iron uud steel trade 
of Scotland and England were organ- 
ized on einiilar lines.

•the flat-spiked rails closely bleepered 
aud the non-use of chairs such as are iu 
•universal use on all railways, iu Great 
Britain. The style of car also coutrib- 
•utetj iin a great measure to the smooth- 
ness of travel. I consider the eighty- 
Toot long, six wheeled vestibule car the 
height of luxury iu travel." 


Mr. Cooper had travelled about 1500 


•or 2000 miles by ordinary tram, not lu- 
•cludiug his long tour iu the special 
trains which tbe American liailroxd 
Association provided for its guests, aud 
.parenthetically I may state that he 
•goes back with a good opiuiou of the 
•effect which the long open car has ou 
-popular inauuers in railway travel—the 
flbbeuee of 
unpleasantness between 


travellers as to wiudow rights, disturb- 
ing arguments arising from passengers' 
insisting ou bringing too much lug- 
gage with them into the compartment, 
outbursts of disorder such as at times 
add to the worry and fatigue of rail- 
way travel lu Great Britain, and the 
dauge of being carried beyond one's des 
filiation. Mr. Cooper readily concedes 
that the American railroad car baa 
many advantages over the compart- 
ment cars. 


Neither Mr. Cooper nor his aa.-K>ciutes 


had a good word for the Americ;iu sys- 
tem of checking baggage. 
To their 


minds it was not so cheap, to conven- 
ient, or so expedient as the British sys- 
tem; but the fact that the American 
ruilioud compuuies will not allow pas- 
sengers to take much luggage wiin 
them into the car Mr. Cooper regarded 
us tending much to the comfort of 
travellers. 


"While the Americans lire ahead of 


us iu MHue respects," continued Mr. 
Cooped, 
alludmg especially to the 


smoothness of travel, "there arc fuiue 
features in American railroad methods 
that we have no'desire to adopt. There 
is mi absence of care for safety even ap- 
proaching recklessness in the running 
of train.-. This is one of the lirst things 
one notices in travelling in this country 
I'he trains ruu through streets and ulno 
over level crossings which arc absolute- 
ly unprotected, in most, cases without 
w'y apparent slackening of .spueil. At 
some places you may see a notice ho ml 
stop, look, listen,' or 'Look out for tin: 
ears.'The same remark applies In street 
J^rs, which iu all the cities und even in 
the principal streets run at u very high 
»l>eed. The public in tills coiiutrv Imve 
to look out for the cars—street and rail- 
road cars—aud not the railway men 
»'i<l motor men for the public.

Commenting on the handliug of 
freight in ihia 
said he had bee 
formation ou ihe subject of ratio iu 
freighl equipment, and was much m 
debled to his friends of the Auieiicau 
railway world for the information thej 
hud given hiui.j-'ijiiquotioiiably," lie 
continued, 
'the American railways 


carry r«w material—coal, coke, Iroi 
ore and such kiuds of material—at i 
cheaper rale per mile than we do ii 
Great Britain. Tins theo are able to do 
lor Ihe simple,reason,to my mind, that 
they have a long haul, a large car. aut 
heavy Iruiuloads. It was uo commou 
occurrence oil our journey from Phila- 
delphia to St. Louis aud then to Chic- 
ago aud Montreal,to meet freight trains 
of from fifty to sixty cars, each with 
carrying capacity of 100,000 pounds. 
Som» of these trains were carrying coal 
andiron ore for the distance of two or 
ihreo hundred miles. American rail- 
way companies spend much less money 
ou their cars than our British com- 
panies do; aud iu tbis they are right. 
Another factor iu which tbey give us 
tbe lead in tbe ratio of dead to paying 
lead. While our tare at tbe very best 
is as high as 55 per cent of tbe net, 
Americau 
car builders aud railway 


managers get dowu to as low as 40 per 
cent with tbeir dead load." 


Further discussing the equipment of 


Americau railways, especially railway* 
which are up to date in tbe motive 
power departments, Mr. Cooper told 
me that be had ascertained that some 
of tbe newer and more powerful loco- 
motive* now lu service weighed one 
hundred and fifty too*. He had found, 
however, that American railway man- 
agers were coming very generally to 
the conclusion that the-limit in this 
respect had been reached. More than 
this, he was Inclined to think that 
American railway meu already favored 
a movement iu the other direction—iu 
the direction of locomotives of much 
' •* than 150 ton* weight. 


Mr. Cooper goes back to Glasgow 


with nothing but enthusiasm for Amer- 
ican railway men—both tbe official* 
aud tbe men at work in the operating 
department*. "There I* one thing I 
feel bound to aay," was his remark to 
me about tbe officials; "their enthusi- 
asm for tbeir work and tbeir devotion 
to It are unbounded. 
Wherever we 
went we found their willingness to Im- 
part and receive Information was only 
ezeeeded by a desire to show their own 
railroad iu a better light than any 
other. I think they were quite fair iu 
heir comparisons; but I could not but 
admire tbe eiueenty of tbeir belief that 
their road was really tbe 
railroad 


of America. 
The hospitality of the 


railway people Is a thing to be remem- 
bered. Everywhere we met with the 
greatest courtesy and kindness. 1 have 
formed a good many friendships on 
this side, and I hope to have the pleas- 
ure of entertaining some of my Ameri- 
can railway friends wheu they visit 
Glascow." 


"What impressed me most about 


American 
ralln-aymeu," said 
Mr; 


Cooper, iu remarking on the men act- 
ually engaged In the operation of tbe 
railways—enginters, firemen, conduc- 
tors and brakemeii aud meu in the sig- 
nal lowers—"i» the very high sense of 
duty they show. They seem also to be 
ofa higher grade than the ordinary ruu 
of railway men In Uieat l-'tiiain. That 
may be accounted for by the difference 
iu the rule of pay in the two countries. 
They seemed to me to be betterdies.-ed, 
or perhaps 1 should bay better uni- 
formed. They are, however, not any 
more civil than British railway em- 
ployes, and uo more willing than our 
men iu giving information." 


Hotel management iu ibis cnunlr 


has uot escaped Mr. Cooper'e obferva" 
tiou, as might be expected iu view o 
the fact that the Glasgow & South 
western owns aud manages St. Enoch's 
Hotei and several other large hotels ou 
its system, 
lu every city the inter 


national delegates visited they were 
housed iu tbe newest leading hotels 
Mr. Cooper, however, will not concede 
that the old country has anything to 
learu from Americau iu hotel organiza- 
tion aud management. 
lie is quite 


williug to admit that iu the uew hotels 
iu Great Britain the great central ball 
or louuge ha« been copied from Ameri- 
cau hotels. But he lias not seen auy* 
thing else worth copyiug; while as re- 
gards free use of telephoues and such 
conveniences, aud also as regards ser- 
vice ut meals, he goes back strougly of 
the opinions that iu all these details 
the best hotels lu Scotland aud Bug- 
land are easily in advance of auy of the 
best hotels in New York or auy other 
American city which he has visited ou 
Ills 4000 miles of travel.

The Kepulilicaus blot out 
the 


word "white" and male citizens ouly 
may vote.

are described as "male idiots, male 
lunatics, male criminals, male child- 
reu-aud women."

For the protection of prop- 
erty, for the fulfillment of law for the 
development of the people.

women Interested iu these matters? A 
womau, from cradle to the grave, baa 
her life regulated by tbe goverumeut.
